detecting an event related to a first network interface; 

querving a second network interface to determine if the second network interface 
requires servicing: 

servicing a tlie first network interface and a the second network interface in 
response to the detecting. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 5 wherein the detecting comprises detecting an 
event related to the fii^t network interface selected fi*om the group coniprising: 

a synchronous event; 
an asynchronous event; 
an internal event; and 
an external event 

7. (Original) Tlie method of claim 5 wherein the detecting comprises detecting an 
event received at die first network interface. 
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8. (Cturently Amended) The method of dabn 5 wherein the detecting scarvicing 
comprises servicing a host processor detecting a timer event related to servicing the first 
network interface. 

9. (Cutxently Amended) The method of claim 9 8_wherein the servicing 
comprises servicin g, during a $ame wak e ooaaion, q the first network interface and ft ti}e 
second network interfece during a same wake se$$ion_i n response to the detecting.

placing a host pTX)ce$$or in a power saving state prior to detecting the event; and 
returning the host processor to a the p ower saving state after servicing the first 

and second network inter&ces. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A method in a system having multiple networic 
interfaces, the method comprising: 

detecting an event related to a first network interface; 
detecting an event related to a second network interface; 

querying any one of the first and second interfaces to determine if any one of the 
first and second network interfaces require servicing: 

notifying a processor of the events for the first and second network interfaces; 

servicing the events for both the first and second network interfaces in response to 
the notifying.

12. (Original) The method of claim 1 1 wherein the notifying comprises sending 
an liiternipt to a processor. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 11 wherdn notifying comprises waking the 
processor from a power saving state and notifying the processor of the detected events. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 1 1 wherein the system is placed in a power 
saving state prior to the detecting, and the system is retumed to the power saving state 
after ttie servicing.

16. (Original) The apparatus of claim 1 5 wherein the at least two network 
interfaces comprise: 

a first network interface in conmiunication with a first wireless network; and 
a second network interface in communication with a second wireless network. 
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] 1. (Original) The apparatus of claim 16 wherein the first network interface 

comprises a WLAN network interface and the second network interface comprises a 

WPAN network interface. 

18. (QrigiDal) The apparatus of claim 17 wherein the WPAN network interface 
comprises a Bluetooth network interface. 

19. (Original) The apparatus of claim 1 5 wherein the at least two network 
interfaces comprise a first network interface in communication with a wired network and 
a second network interface in communication with a wireless network. 

20. (Original) The apparatus of claim 19 wherein the first network interface 
comprises an Ethernet network interface and the second network interface comprises a 
WLAN network interface.
